A good representation of the mem-
bership of the West Side board of
trade attended the regular meeting
inst evening and for nn hour and a
half diseussed needed repairs, the pro-
gress of the vinduct ordinance, and
other matters of general Interest to
West Scranton. The mogt decislve ac-
tion taken was In reference to secur-
ing a later collection of mally nlong
main avenue, and the immediate repalr

of the streeta now In need of attens
tlon.
The conditlon of South Main ave-

nue at the Iintersection of Luzerne
street, was brought to the attention
of the board. The surface water Sat
thal point overflows the crosswalk and
makes it almost impassible, The at-
tention of Councilman Godshall will be
cilled to the nuisance.

Another matter which requires the
immedlate attentlon of the proper au-
thorities Is the condition of the gut-
ders on  Hampton sireet, between
Main and Ninth streets. 'The secretary
was instructed to notify the board
of health in relation to the matter.
The sewer discharge from 8, BB, Mott's
property, on South Mala avenue, was
algso referrcd to and the councilmen
of the Fifteenth ward asked to have
the matter attended to,

The opening of Petlehone street for
vehicular traffic was discussesd and &
communieation will be addressed to
the owners of the West Park tract,
with a view to having the street prop-
erly graded. The progress of the via-
duet ordinance throuzh councils was
discussed, and the members are of the
opinion that every opportunity now at
hand should be taken advantage of.

Announcement
waee made that the petition for paving
Washburn street from Sumner ave-
nue to a point beyond the cemetery
hns reeceived n majority of signers nnd
It 1a expected that the work will soon
be underway.

The necessity of having Jackson
street paved west of Bromley avenue
wns discussed and an effort will be
made to learn what can be done in the
matter. A committee comprising 13, (i
Morgan, Willlam TFarrell and Heetor
Campbell was appointed to confer with
the superintendent of the branch poste
office and the postmaster, with a view
to having n later collectlon of mails
on Main avenue and for Keeplng the
postoflice open later than at present.

It Is contended that a collection
should be muwde nlong Main avenue,
from Hampton street, to West Lacka-
wanna avenue, as Iate as 11 o'clock,
Instead of ut 9 o'clock, a8 Is now done,
as miany letters dropped In the boxes
after 9 o'clock do not start on their
way until the next morning. An ef-
fort will also be made to have the
branch postoffice kept open until 9,80
o'clock for the =ale of stamps, as
many of the drug stores have aban-
doned the sale of them since the office
wus onpened,
